One of the important economie prob- 
lems that the Federal Trade Comniis- 
gion has inherited from the Bureau of 
Corporations, is fhe use of trading 
stamps in the mercantile business 
throughoat the United States, It has 
hean openly charged that the principal 
opposition to trading stamps comes 
from the newspapers, gn. the grounds: 
that. this is simply a-mcthod of adver- 
fising, and that the money spent for 
trailing. stamps indirectly comes out of 
tho pockets of American publishers, A. 
few years ago the publishers waged a 
similar War against the bill. board ‘ad-! 
vertising. It was found -that -the bill} 
hoards did not, as a matter of fact, 
cougs any ‘material reduction in the 
amount apent in: newspaper advertia- 
ing. It will likely be found that the 
same results will follow. the general 
use of trading stamps, All these ino-| 
vations, whether or nof they have mer- 
it on. thalr own account, serve to om: 
phasize the yalue of advertising, with

A. cow that will give a profitable 
amount of milk and mako good beef 
in time, except when she Is In flush of 
milk, 1g a paying lovestment for tho 
general farmor, Also a farmer wants 
a regular breeder. It ts for these 
reasons J chose dairy Shorthorns, and 
I bave paid off the mortgage as, tho 
resnit of my choice, All of my cows 
give upward of 8,000 poutids of milk 
a year and breed Jargo, healthy calves.

Many 
cowe do not have a chance to produce 
the quantity of milk they ate capable 
of giving because of short rations, Bo- 
fore condemning the cow as being un- 
profitable and worthless ag a milker 
it if advisable nlways to know that tho 
cow haa& been glron feed in such quan: 
tity and of such character as will give 
her a chance to show that sho Ja cn- 
pable of doing. This rétmarks polnts 
again ta the statement we have many 
times made that, genertily speaking, 
our Cows afe not #9 poor ag Olle system 
of feeding, which means that by the 
right feeding methods taany cows that

Frequently the farmer or gardoner 
loges a part or all of his crop year 
after year, This is particularly tree 
where the same ground is planted in 
sucecmave years to pumpkins, squash- 
es, or other crops which the borers in- 
feat. 

The squash-vine borer is exception- 
ally diffienlt to control, as ordinary 
insecticides are of no valuo after the 
insect has onvo entered the vines, and 
repellents are also practically useless. 
Sineo the insects pasa tha winter in 
the fields which they have ravaged, the 
field should not be replanted the suc 
ecoling year to the craps on which the 
borer lives,

Unlike most moths, they fly only 
during the daytime, in the heat of the 


day. Toward twilight thoy become less} 


active and may be seen sitting quictly 
ou the leaves of their host plants, The 
time of appearanee of the moth varies 
with the locality and season from enr- 
ly dune to the middle of July. 

A single moth may lay upward of 
200 c&gs, depositing an egg in each 
plant hill The eggs hatch in G6 to 16 
days and the larvacs are full grown in 
about a month, The larva is a soft, 
whitish, grublike, enterpillar, with 
ctnall dark head, attains a length of 
about an inch and may be found in 
the vines in different stagea of devel- 
opment from mid July until October or 
Novomber. After attaining maturity 
the larvae desert the stems, ¢nfier the 
carth to a depth of 1 to 2 inches, and 
form their cocoons, in which they trans- 
form to tha pupa stage of thelr life 
eyele. 

The pupa, about fivo-cights of an 
inch in length, is of shining mahogany 
brown.
